President Tuttle of the Boston and 


Maine road, in response to queries re- 
garding the present effort making by 
Mr. Cavis of Concord, N. H , to buy 
the stock of the Eastern railroad com- 
pany of Now Hampshire, says that the 
Boston and Maine' people have no 
knowledge whatever regarding it or its 
purpose. The road'is under a lease to 
the Boston aud Maine for GO years from 
Oct 1,1878, so that it has 40 years yet 
to run. The rental is 3 per cent, on 
the capital, or $22,500 per annum. 
Nothing has, as yet, been done by the 
Boston and Maine people looking to the 
adoption of a plan for the absorption of 
the company's leased lines aa provided 
for under the legislative bill secured at 
the last session of the legislature. 


"There is lots of talk about the Bos 


ton 
&• Maine pitting up a game of 


bluff in regard to constructing a road 
through the streets of Portsmouth, but 
you can tell the people that the road 
will be built and that \sork will com 
mence just as soon as all the material 
and supplies arrive, so that when once 
started there will he no delay in finish- 
ing the same. All the rails, ties, wire, 
poles, switches, in fact, everything in 
connection with the road has been pur- 
chased, and the contracts for erecting 
the power station oil Noble's island and 
for doing the teaming has been award- 
ed. It ia too late to have the road con- 
structed in time to catch any of the 
summer trade, but when the road is 
built the rails will not be laid along the 
top of the gronnd, but will be pnt down 
to stay and when completed will be as 
good as any in the country."

Augusti was 
taken by the Germans in a launch to the Kaiserin Augustin and brought 
to Hong Kong. I credit the report."

still leit nine-tenths of the colonial area 
with which she began the y*ftr, reckon- 
ing the fate of the Philippines us unde- 
cided. Should she lose those also and 
the Ladronos the colonial possessions 
left to her would still have uti area of 
245,000 square miles. As these would 
be mainly in Africa she woul.1 be "land 
poor" like Portugal. The latter has an 
area of colonial possessions greater than 
she kno»s what to do with. As Portu- 
gal is bankrupt probably something will 
be done with her colonies for her. —Bos- 
ton Transcript.

Ekch One I* Built on Islands Connected 


by Many Brldgei. 


The city ol Ghent, in Belgium, is 


built on 26 islands. These islands are i 
connected with each other by 80 
bridges. The city has 300 streets and 30 
public squares. It is noted for being the 
birthplace of Charles V and of John of 
Gaunt, -whom Shakespeare called "time 
honored Lancaster.'' and as the scene of 
the pacification of G;hent Nov. 8, 1570, 
and of several insurrections, sieges and 
executions of •well known personages. It 
is associated with American history by 
the treaty made there Dec. 24, 1814, 
terminating the second war between 
England and the United States, known 
aa the war of ,1812. 


Amsterdam, in Holland, is built on 


piles driven far below the water le»o 
the earth. Tho City is intersected by 
many canals, which are spanned by 
nearly 000 bridges, and resembles Ven- 
ice in the mingling of laud and water, 
though it is considerably larger than 
that city. The canals dif ide the city, 
which is about ten miles in circumfer- 
ence, into 90 islands. 


The city of Venice is built on 80 


islets, which are connected by nearly 
400 bridges. Canals.serve for streets in 
Venice, and boats; called gondolas, for 
carriages. The bridges are, as a rule, 
yery steep, rising considerably in the 
middle, but have easy steps. The cir- 
cumference of the city is about eight 
miles. The Venetians joined the Lom- 
bard League against the German em- 
peror, and, in 1177, gained a groat vic- 
tory in defense of Pope Alexander III, 
over the fleet of war vessels .headed by 
Otto, son of Frodo.rio Barbarossa. 
In 


gratitude for this victory the pope gave 
the Doge Ziani a ring, and instituted 
the world famous ceremony of "Venice 
Marrying tbo Adriatic Sea." In this 
ceremony the doge, as the chief ruler of 
Venice nand to be termed, with appro- 


ialA cttrcraooioa dropped a ring into
